WASHINGTON, Sept. 
26.—(/P)— 
The United States-Texas Centen- 
nial commission announced today 
the allocation of $1,200,000 
for 
the Dallas exposilton would

Ing the governmental agency, said 
the federal exhibits building would 
cost about $325,000 and about $50,-

by the United States government 
in co-operation In certain connect- 
ed instances with private agen- 
cies," the commission announce- 
ment said. "The policy with re- 
gard to this exhibit is In the 
process of formulation and

additional announcement on this 
subject will be made later. The 
negro exhibits building will house 
a representative and distinctive 
negro exhibit national in charac- 
ter."Yeager said that the rest of 
tha $1,200,000 would be used al- 
most entirely for assembling and 
maintaining tho exhibits In these 
buildings.

Garner, and Secretaries Hull, Wal- 
lace and Roper had not decided 
yet on the exact type of exhibit 
for either buildings.
